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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in the UK on 7/19/02. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a 
certified copy of the UK application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

3. The prior art of records fails to teach or suggest repeating steps (b) and (c) a 
user-defined number of times at different intervals to produce a number of samples, 
wherein said number of samples is independent from said shutter length and wherein 
said shutter length is indicative of a number of frames to use to evaluate motion for 
each of said objects independently. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
Applicants disclosure is as follows: Sayre et al. (U.S. Pub. No. 2005/0253853 A1) 
teaches that different amounts of motion blur can be applied to different parts of an 
image to create a variety of aesthetic effects. Variable motion blur is created by varying 
the evaluation time used to determine the poses of objects according to motion blur 
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parameters when evaluating tlie positions of objects at the time of a blur frame. A blur 
parameter can be associated with one or more objects, portions of objects, or animation 
variables. The animation system modifies the time of the blur frame by a function 
including the blur parameter to determine the poses of objects or portions thereof 
associated with the blur parameter at the time of the given blur frame. The animation 
system determines the values of animation variables at their modified times, rather than 
at the time of the blur frame, and poses objects or portions thereof accordingly (p. 1 , H 
6).
